Wants t" Tax tt>eNecessaries.—Mr.Secretary 


of the Treasury, Chose, in his late message 
to Congress, says that it will take §P,18,51C»,- 
581 87 the present year to carry on the 
Government and prosecute the present un- 
fortunate civil war. in which our country 
is engaged. To raise this amount of mohpy 
and provide means to pay the interest on it 
seems to perplex him. 
He proposes that a 


portion of it be raised by direct taxation, by 
levying a tax on reaj and personal estate, 
as heavy as he thinks the people will stand. 
This being inadequate, he costs about for 
other means, and seems to come to the con- 
clusion that the poorer classes had better 
be taxed excessively to pay the leeches who 
arc making fortunes out of the war depart- 
ment, und therefore proposes to increase 
the duties on the-necrsxarics of life, by raising 
the tariff" on sugar, coffee, tea and molasses. 
He recommends to Congress to levy a duty 
of 2} cents a pound on brown sugar, 4 cents 
on refined sugar, G cents a gallon on mo- 
lasses, 4 cents on sour molasses, 5 cents per 
pound on coffee, and 15 cents t>er pound 
on black tea nnd 20 cents on green tea. 
So, if Congress consents, the poor man is 
to bear the brunt of the war debt by having 
to pay the increased tax on his necessaries of 
life, while his rich neighbor is to have his 
kumriai at present rates.

" The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus 
shall not be suspended, unless when in 
cases of rebellion or invasion the public 
safety may require it." 


These constitutional provisions were bor- 


rowed from the English constitution and 
laws ; and. except the last, were by general 
consent added to the original constitution 
as amendments. They were deemed so 
necessary for tho protection of the citizen, 
that their omission was made an essential 
prerequisite to the ratification of the con- 
stitution by some of the States. And in 
the English and American Courts it is well 
understood that the law making power 
alone can suspend the writ of habaas corpus, 
and only when in coses of rebellion or in- 
vasion the public safety may require it. In 
the government of the United States, Con- 
gress alone has that power. Rare instances 
have occurred in the United States where 
the writ was suspended by order of a military 
commander, in cases of extreme necessity, 
for a limited time; but they were not claim- 
ed as the exercise of a rightful power, but 
as an excuse based upon a temporary and 
extreme necessity. Tho suspension of the 
writ by any other authority than Congress 
the Courts and judges are not constitution- 
ally bound to respect. If there is any alle- 
gation or supposed allegation of crime 
against an individual, he must be proceed- 
ed against by a legal warrant issued by 
competent authority under oath ; and he js 
entitled to an examination before oommft- 
ment; and if arrested without warrant, he 
must be delivered' over for such, examina- 
tion.
